GUN. RESTRICTIONS | 
‘EASED IN_ 
EAST GERMANY 


Berlin, Mar. 4. 


The severe restrictions on the use of guns by 
civilians, which turned East German forests into 
a paradise for wild life, during the past 12 years, 
have now been relaxed because of n growing 
plague of wild boars and foxes suffering from 


rabies. 


A tow East German foresters, 
have been allotted shotguns 
during the past few weeks for 
tho first time ‘since 1945. At 
the-end of World War iI, the 
Soviet occupation 
would not allow is to 
carry any arms. ‘La the East 
German Government also re- 
stricted the possesion 

The result, 


weapons, 

In the country- 
side, has many times been 
portrayed ‘by cartoonlsta who 
draw a wild boar laughing at 
angry farmere, chasing him with 
a silck, | 

Disastrous 

The absence of systematic 
hunting has had disastrous re- 
sults for many formers whose 
root crops have been = ravaged 
overnight by boars, while rabbits 
fed on vegetabies and foxes 
carried rables into the farm- 
yards, 

East German police or Sovict 
soldiers had to be called by the 
farmera whenever boars became 
too active in a district. They 
hunted with pistols and rifles 
but did not end the nuisance. 

Last October, the Enst Ger 
man Government, in face of 
increasing pressure from farm- 
ers, passed a law “on the im- 
provement of huntin, in the 
German Democratle Republle,” 

Bast German newspapers 
hailed it with headlines such us 
“now they wail get it ins the 
neck” und “free shooting of red 
iatts (foxes)," 

The law provided 
creation of a “hiunung organisa- 
tua’ within: the ommuntist- 
run para-multary “sporting and 
technical society.” 


Train People 

This organisation is to train 

people interested in hunting, to 
organise and supervise ail hunt- 
ing activity, to keep stores of 
weapons, and Jasue special per- 
mits for politically-conscious 
people wishing to buy weapons 
for_ themselves, 
+ Herr Paul Scholz, a deputy 
Prime Minister and chairman 
of the Peasants’ purty, said) in 
an Interview with ‘the official 
East German news agency: “The 
former hunting laws undoubicd- 
ly contained defictencies which 
prevented orderly hunting and 
often himtered an effective fight 
against noxious wild animals. 
One of the main deficiencies was 
that there existed no unified 
hunting organisation.” 

Herr Scholz said the new 
hunting organisation was to be 
responsible for gam¢-keeping, 
for systematic game shooting, 
and for training huntsmen.
